vice; the perfection of the 
balloon 


plant at Fort Omaha, and practical ap- 
plication of the aeroplane to signal 
service work and tne establishment of 
a diiigible or spherical balloon corps 
as a branch of the equipment of the 
mobile army. It is the opinion of Gen. 
Allen, chief signal officer, 'and other 
officers of the corps, that the Wright 
brothers have demonstrated that the 
aeroplane can be made of great value 
Mi the work of the mobile army. 


The main feature 
of the present 


year's plans will be the establishment 
of the dirigible balloon station.

Once a mouth the burners slun'ld be 


boiled. liomovo the wi ks and then 
place the whole of the burlier, hrst re- 
leasing its various portions from one 
another, in a saucepan of water \\ith a 
little soda and bring to the boil. Twen- 
ty to thirty minutes' boiling will m-ike 
the burners as bright as 01 or tie; 
were, aud should any black s;;u ad- 
here it can be reuio%ed with a hatpin, 
lifter whuh the burner is b(iik-d up 
again. Of course u saucepan must be 
k*>pt specially for this, and it should In- 
either pl.iiuly marked or kept aw a. 
from other culinary utensils. The burn- 
ers must be thoroughly dried and if 
possible put in the sun for a few min- 
utes. Meanwhile the wkks must have 
been seen to. If very dirty they should 
be washed out in clean suds, but usual- 
ly a thorough drying in the sun or in 
a warm kitchen will put them in con- 
dition for burning pi\periy. It is ex- 
tremely important that they should be 
quite dry before being put back into 
the oil.

vent wicks, from smoking is to boil 
them

for three hour-;. Drain out tbe v, kks. 
r.r;, thor->ur'j!y and keep -rom dust. 
Wi''!;s thus soaked rare1}' smoke. 


If thiuine: s are bought ir> quantity 


and Loilcu they also caa- be p evented 
in a great measure troui bieaking. 
Lay some shavings ia the bottom of a 
wash boiler, pack in the chimneys, 
throw a handful of salt over them and 
fill with cold water. Allow to come to 
a boil slow ly. simmer for two hours, 
then take from the fire. Cover thi'-L.!..-. 
so that they will be at least three 
hours in cooling. "When cold wash the 
chimneys in hot water in which a lit- j 
tie soda has been dissolved. Rinse in ' 
hot water, dry and store in a cupboard. 
Chimneys shon'-d also be washed in 
hot soda vrater. 


How to Make a Sewing Bag. 


Pretty new sewing bags are made of 


silk bandEinnas. finished at the top j 
with a wooden stick which is run 
through a casing. These sticks are fl'.t j 
like those used in -window shades, a.id j 
the bag made w ith them is far easier j 
to keep in order than are those pulled j 
up by the aid of ribbons. Of coursj j 
ribbons are used on these new bass, j 
but they are run through bone rings 
which are sewed to the top of the 
casing. 
; 


These bone rings are a great im- i 


provement over those of brass, winch ; 
were formerly used. The latter alvrayS j 
became rusty at the seashore and j 
uei( cr were ucat and pretty like the j 
bone ones. The bone rings may be ! 
purchased for about S cents a dozen, j 
while the sticks may be procured for 
little or nothing. Have a hole punched 
at each end of the stick through which 
it may be tacked in place to the mate- 
rial, and then when the bag goes to 
the laundry the stitches may be ripped, j 
the stick pulled out. and uo harm -will j 
be done in the washing.

General Investigation to Be Made 


by Experts. 


LITTLE KNOWN ON SUBJECT. 


Work Undertaken at Request of Fed- 


eral Officials In Charge of Construc- 
tion 
Work — Many 
Manufacturing 


Failures Due to Wrong Selection of 
Clay Deposits. 


At the request of federal officials in 


charge of the const ruction work of the 
government, which now amounts to 
more than $40,000,000 annually, the 
United 
States 
geological 
survey, 


through Its technologic branch, has 
taken up a general investigation of the 
clajs and clay products of the United 
States. 
A ceramic section has been 


created, with A. V. Bleiuiuger of 
Champaign, 111., as ceramic chemist. 


Government engineers, startled at 


the enormous losses from fire in the 
United Slates and the consequent de- 
struction of valuable natural resources.1' 
have been endeavoring for some time 
to leain more about the fire resisting 
qualities of structural material?, not 
only to stop the present waste, but 
also to preserve, if possible, the wan- 
ing 'timber supply. 
It was for this 


reason that the government a few 
years ago took up a scientific study of 
concrete, which is now being used ex- 
tern ely in government construction 
work. 


Clay products, such as -hollow tile, 


fireproofing, 
terra 
cotta, 
enameled 


brick and glazed tile, play an important 
part in modern fireproof buildings, 
and these are to be tested for the dif- 
ferent construction bureaus of the gov- 
ernment. 
This will insure the tush' 


est quality of ware obtainable in the 
industry for the government buildings. 
A series of tests will also be conducted 
with bricks in order that a standard 
may be arrived at for the use of the 
engineers in rhe future. 


Mr. Bleininger, the clay expert, is 


one of the leading authorities in his 
line in the United States. In outlining 
his v.ork he said: "The coming tests, 
although conducted to meet the needs 
of the government, will be of great 
value to the engineering profession and 
the public, for the results will be ob- 
tainable by any one sufficiently inter- 
estrd to ask for them. 


"An important phase of the work 


will be the determining of a standard 
for a good brick. 
TVe shall study the 


relation between the crushing strength 
of commercial bricks and their poros- 
ity, the object being the establishing 
of a technical definition for a good 
building brick, t-fans-enabling engineers 
and builders -to reject poor materials 
and encouraging the manufacturers of 
well made and burnt bricks. At the 
present time we do not know the dif- 
ference between a good and a bad. 
brick. 
Another feature of the work 


will consist in evolving standard tests 
of clays for the purpose of determin- 
ing the use to which they are best suit- 
ed, thus assisting in the development 
of the clay resources of the country 
and avoiding the great money losses 
caused by ill advised investments in 
low grade clay properties. An exam- 
ination of many failures of new clay 
enterprises may frequently be traced 
back to a mistake made in the selec- 
tion of the clay deposit. 


"Strange as it may seem, we do not 


fully understand such familiar proper- 
ties as the plasticity of clay. Neither 
is the nature of the various grades of 
clay clearly understood. Another phase 
of the work deals with the general 
manufacturing problem. 1 might men- 
tion the important question of 'white- 
wash' appearing on brick walls, a dif- 
ficulty causing serious annoyance and 
loss to manufacturers and users of 
bricks by marring the beauty of many 
structures. 


"The clay industry is one of the most 


important in the country. 
Last year- 


tue value of such products amounted 
to ?14f).697.000, a gain of 14 per cent 
over the previous rear. "We are slow- 
ly realizing that it is not necessn.-y to 
import clay or r-lr.y products fron: Eu- 
rope.

How He Should Be Treated to Keep 


Him In Good Condition. 


A dog's digestion is almost identical 


with a man's, except that it requires 
twice as much time. Scraps from the 
table will usually form a properly bal- 
anced ration. Let the dog foods alone. 
Give the puppy three meals a day un- 
til he is eight months old. Then two 
meals only. Don't let him have all he 
will eat, says the St. Paul Pioneer 
Press. 


A house dog should have his heavy 


meal in the morning and the light one 
at night. An outdoor dog needs the 
heavy meal at nigbt to keep him warm 
through the night. 


If a dog is costive stir bis sluggish 


liver by a dose of one-half teaspoouful 
each of buckthorn and castor oil. A 
spoonful of raw black molasses will 
act ns a mild iasativc. Tbis is espe- 
cially good for puppies, for in this 
they get in soluble form the salt they 
require. Table salt tbey arc slow to 
assimilate. 


Many people overdo the washing of 


dogs. This is a process rarely needed, 
because dogs do not perspire through 
the skins as we do. but from tbe 
tongue. Soap and water robs the hair 
of necessary oil.

How to Prepare Various Kinds of This 


Dessert. 


In the preparation of broad pud- 


dings the housekeeper should remem- 
ber that, while bread in some form is 
used as the foundation, the other in- 
gredients, such as milk, cream, butter, 
eggs, dried, fresh or canned fruits, 
spices and flavoring, must be added 
with a generous hand, for in this alone 
lies the difference between the insipid, 
watery bread pudding studded with a 
few lonesome currants and the de- 
licious cabinet pudding which is con- 
sidered the very acme of delicacy, 
says the Delineator. 


It is also desirable, unless one is in- 


structed to the contrary, to warm the 
milk after the bread is added, mash- 
ing thoroughly with a -wire potato 
masher or similar implement while 
heating, aud if skimmed milk only is 
available a tiny pinch of baking soda 
should be added to prevent curdling. 
Bake the pudding if possible in a clii- 
na or earthenware dish that has been 
well buttered, testing it by thrusting 
a thin bladed silver knife into the cen- 
ter. 
If found clear upon its removal 


the pudding is baked. 


Ginger Pudding.—Upon two cunfuls 


of crumbled breadcrumbs pour suffi- 
cient hot sirup drained from a pint 
pot of preserved Canton ginger to 
moisten, thoroughly beating -with a 
wooden spoon to a paste. Then add 
one well beaten egg, the yolk and 
•white beaten separately, a saltspoon- 
ful of grated nutmeg, two tablcspoon- 
fuls of powdered macaroons and half 
a cupful of the ginger cut in dice.

How to Make a Room Look Larger. 
To increase the apparent size of a

Mount it about a couple of feet from 


the fioor and arrange in front of it a 
row of ferns, palms or other foliage 
plants, concealing the pots with a 
handsome box filled at the top with 
fresh moss. 


The mirror should be placed either 


where it will reflect the/view from the 
window or else opposite the entrance 
of the room, so that when the door is 
opened one may see the hall or pas- 
sage beyond reflected in it 
Of course 


the room will not be any larger really, 
but the fact that it will appear so is a 
great point, for. as a friend of my own 
says. "If we cannot liave a pleasant 
-reality at least let us»fa»ve->a.-p'leasant- 
illusion." 


I know one house where-the dining 


room is long and dark, and the only 
window gives a very insufficient light 
Here na immense improvement was 
effected by placing- a good mirror ovei 
the sideboard at the end of the room 
opposite the window. 


This reflected tbe light and the land- 


scape seen from the witfdow, with the 
result that one was almost deluded 
into the belief that the room had two 
windows, and one certainly was not 
conscious of the want of an cutlet.
